Iding the right of the PLO to 
maintain an observer mission here 
and requesting that the World Court 
Tender an advisory opinion as to 
whether the U.S. ‘must enter into 
binding arbitration before ones 
out its plan to close the P| 
mission. 

The first resolution, which upheld 
the right of the PLO to operate an 
observer mission here under the 
“headquarters agreement signed 
by the U.S. and the UN in 1947, 
passed 143-1. with Israel voting 
against and the U.S. not participat- 
ing in the vote. 

The second resolution, which 
passed unanimously with the U.S. 
and Israel not participating, re- 
quests that the World Court “render 
an advisory opinion, taking into ac- 
count the time constraints...[as to 
whether] the U.S. [is] under an obli- 
gation to enter into arbitration... 

According to an act of Congress 
signed into law by President Reagan 
late last year despite earlier opposi- 
tion from the administration, the 
U.S. is bound to close the PLO mis- 
sion here by March 21. Last month, 
however, State Department legal 
adviser Abraham Sofser urged that 
the U.S. submit the matter to bind- 
ing arbitration under the aegis of the 
World Court, and Attorney General 
Edwin Meese is now considering 
what steps to take. 

The General Assembly, which ad- 
journed for the year in December, 
was called back into special session 
at the urging of the PLO and Arab 
states. to help head off U.S. plans to 
close the PLO mission. 

Explaining the U.S. decision not 
to vote on the issue, Assistant Am- 
bassador Herbert Okun remarked, 
“Since we regard this resumed ses- 
sion [of the General Assembly] as 
premature and inappropriate, the 
United States has...chosen not to 
participate in the vote on the 
resolution...” 

Okun added. ‘It remains the in- 
tent of this government to find an 

ropriate resolution of this prob- 
lem in light of the charter of the UN, 
the beadquaters agreement and the 
laws of the U.S.”

A maverick Italian parliament 
member chained himself to an elec- 
tric pole at the al-Amari refugee 
camp near Ramallah yesterday to 
protest against Israeli policy in the 
territories. Troops threw tear-gas 
grenades into the grounds of Ramal- 
lah Hospital while chasing protes- 
tors, forcing the evacuation of out- 
patient clinics and an obstetrics 
ward. hospital officials said. 

The clash near the hospital at the 
Kadura refugee neighbourhood and 
an earlier confrontation in the area 
were the only major incidents re- 
ported on what military sources de- 
scribed as 3 “relatively quiet™ day in 
dhe West Bank. Troops raided the 
village of Ein Arik near Ramallah in 
the early morning and arrested 10 
people who military sources said 
were suspected of organizing rivts ia 
which roads were blocked and Israe- 
{i cars stoned. Troops moved from 
house to house arresting suspects, as 
a curfew was clamped an the village. 

Several areas remained under 
curfew or were closed off by troops 
after rioting. Areas under curfew 
include the Arub refugee camp and 
village of Bani Naim near Hebron 
and the village of Abud near Ramal- 
lah. The villages of Deir Amar, Ja- 
mala and Beitilu near Ramailab 
were closed off by troops. as well as 
Sara near Nablus, Hable near Kalki- 
lya and Kabatiya near Jenin. 

Palestinian nonviolence activist 
Mubarak Awad visited the village of 
Jama‘in south of Nablus and inter- 
viewed residents who reiterated tes- 
timony that four local youths had 
been bound and pushed by troops 
out of a helicopter hovering about 
two metres above the ground during 
an incident two weeks ago. 

Awad said that according to re- 


ports coming from several -people, 
the youths had been siezed by 
troops who landed by belicopter to 
break up a protest. Villagers at Ja- 
ma‘in are staging ἃ three-day sit- 
down and ‘hunger strike in protest uf 
the fog incideat, 

F spokeswoman said de- 
tainees are not put aboard helicop- 
ters. and that no civilians could be 
taken aboard the aircraft without 
authorization of the area command- 
er or a senior airforce commander. 
She said helicopier crews at the 
scene would not have allowed 
troops to take aboard prisoners. 

At al-Amari, Mario Copanna. a 
parliament members of the extreme 
leftist Proletarian Democratic Party 
and two other party members 
chained themselves to an electric 
pole and held up signs which said: 
“No to Occupation: Yes to Self-De- 
tecmination.” 

Two hours later. after the Italians 
had expounded their views to sur- 
prised soldiers at the scene and 
caused a minor traffic jam. they 
were taken away by police who had 
cut their chains. After brief ques- 
tioning at the local police station, 
they were released into the charge 
of the Italian consul wha arrived 
from Jerusalem. 

A Palestinian woman whose hus- 
band was arrested with the politi- 
cians also chained herself to the 
pole, and troops used tear-gas to 
break up a crowd of women who 
gathered at the scene after the ar- 
Tests. 

Dr. Yasir Obeid. deputy director 
of Ramallah Hospital, said that 
troops pursuing protestors from the 
nearby Kadura neighborhood en- 
tered the hospital grounds and 
threw tear-gas grenades, forcing the 
evacuation of outpatient clinics and.

Deadly botulinum being used 
to treat cross-eyed patients 


By JUDY SIEGEL 

Botulinum toxin, a deadly food 
poison found in spoiled canned 
food, is being injected in minute 
quantities into the eye muscles to 
treat cross-eyed patients or those 
with spasms of the eyelid. So far, 
more than 100 patients have been 
successfully treated this way at Ha- 
dassah-University Hospital in Ein 
Karem. 


The unusual use of botulinum was 
reported in the latest issae of Hare- 
fuah, the bi-weekly journal of the 
Israel Association. :

Academics’ petition handed to Shultz 


A representative of the Inter-Uni- 
versity Group for Political Settle- 
ment met with U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz in Jerusalem on 
Tuesday morning and handed him a 
copy of the petition signed by over 
700 university academics which calls

The botulinum paralyzes the 
ticular extraocular muscle ἴδιο 
which it is injected, thus controlling 
spasms or allowing the opposing eye 
muscle to become stronger and 
work correctly. Both children and 
adults suffer from strabismus and 
can be treated; only adults suffer 
from eyelid spasms. 

The effect of the toxin can wear 
off after a time, and some patients 


must ὃς re-injected every few: 


months. No serious side effects have 
been fund if the toxin is injected by 
a well-trained doctor. 

According to Ben-! , the tech- 
nique is very quick and effective, 
and eye drops are used instead of a 
general anesthetic. Since it is a 
deadly poison, the botulinum must 
be injected by someone who has 
been trained to handle it. He recom- 
mends the toxin to other opthaimo- 
logists as a “very important” drug 
for diagnosis and irentineal of eye- 
muscle problems. Botulinum is hard 
to obtain, as it is a virulent toxin. 
But some companies abroad pro- 
duce it for medical research.

He 
has created over 200 historical cos- 
tumes, all researched down to the 
tinest details, Some of the sketches 
hang in his flat. He also has 31 figu- 
tines, clad in various tribal cos- 
tumes.

context. 

The U.S. withdrew from the ILO 
in 1977 because of the organization's 
anti-Israel bias but later returned in

its membership, partly out of fear 
that once it left, it would never be 
allowed to regain its membership. 
Then-cabinet secretary Arye Naor 
Temarked at the time “there is 10 
need why we should do our enemies 
a Service” and leave the ILO of our 
own accord. 

Given the present situation in the 
territories, the ministry official add- 
ed, it is clear that the delegation “is 
coming to see the critical points and 
blow them up.” But. he said, “we 
feel that we don’t have be prs to 
hide,” and therefore the delega- 
tion's request for an invitation was 
granted by the government. 

The ministry has not finalized the 
delegation’s itinerary, but the offi- 
cial said it will probably be the same 
as last year's, which included visits 
to the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
and places of work in Israel which 
emptoy Arabs from the territories.

LONDON (Reuter) -- Former Saudi 
oil minister Ahmed Zakj Yamani

Yamani, in a rare public speech, 
tenewed a theme he regularly dwelt 
on before he lost his job in October, 
1986 -- that there must be a dialogue 
of oil producers and consumers. 

“It is only a matter of time before 
the whole world will be dependent 
on Gulf oil with all the political diffi- 
culties,” Yamani told Britain's Roy- 
al Institute of International Affairs 
on Tuesday night. 

Problems might arise as early as 
the mid-1990s, he said 

The basis of the coming crisis 
emerged in the 1970s, Yamani said, 
when nations outside the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries raised their oil output to reduce 
what they saw as dependence on the 
cartel. They are now burning up 
their oil, but Opec, although at pre-

Bank Leumi intends to break the 
conspiracy of silence with which the 
commercial banks have traditionally 
surrounded the details of their 
business. 

Leumi, which is due to report a 
record profit of some $100 million 
next Wednesday. is planning to give 
more deiails of their breakdown in 
terms of the areas of activity that 
generated them than any Israeli 
bank has ever done before. 

The Bank of Israel's Supervisor of 
Banks is discussing the possibility of 
directing the banks to be forthcom- 
ing in their financial statements.

NO INSTITUTION of state is above public criticism, includ- 
ing the army. But a distinction must always be preserved 
between an anmy’s technical performance, which can be legiti- 
mately criticized, and an army’s circumstance, which is the 
result of political decision. Criticism of the latter, in a demo- 
cratic society, must be directed not at the army, but at the 
civilian governmental level which is responsible: for it. 

Because of the uprisings in Gaza and the West Bank, Israe!’s 
army has been exposed to barrages of criticism, both at home 
and abroad. But the distinction between legitimate and unfair 
criticism has mostly been violated. 

On Tuesday, Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin made the 
point bluntly. The IDF doesn’t make policy, he said. That is 
the government’s job. The army shouldn’t take the rap. And, 
as defence minister. he was telling critics to fay off the uni- 
formed men and lay on him instead, if they are so inclined. 

The foreign criticism reflects Israel’s waning image abroad, 
but says nothing relevant about the nature of the IDF, its 
circumstance or relationship with those who make policy. And 
it conveniently disregards how other armies responded in 
comparable situations. . 

That response whether, say, in France during the Algerian 
war, or the U.S. during the Vietnam war, was, for discomfited 
armies bridling under political constraints, to shed all norms of 
combat and to seek to impose policy, or worse, on the civilian 
governments. 

Israel's army may be discomfited by having to face civilians 
with its weapons largely locked. But it is not led by ap 
insulated professional cadre alienated by trade and tradition 
from civilian political authority which it seeks to harness on 
behalf of military prestige won by bloodshed. Quite the con- 
trary, the IDF officer corps suffers the ignominy of its present 
constraints without murmur, because questioning government 
authority is within its own tradition unthinkable, and because 
indiscriminate bicodshed -- despite recent physical excesses — 
remains a fundamentaj taboo. 

True. other voices have been heard. But outside the army. 
Rafael Eitan, the former chief of staff tummed politician and 
Ariel Sharon and some other Likud operatives censure the 
anny for its restraint. Some even attack uniformed officers by 
name. Since these right-wing critics believe force can solve all 
problems, they judge army and government through gunsights 
- ἃ form of political thought which until now has been alien to 
the Israeli mainstream. 


Interestingly, they have so far desisted from targeting Mr. 
Rabin in their criticism. They have no hesitation at ail in 
pillorying Mr. Peres for all and sundry. But Mr. Rabin has 
enjoyed immunity, even though he has said plainly and coura- 
geously. criticize me. not the army. . 

This asymmetry is politically motivated. Mr. Peres, trying to 
push a recalcitrant government towards a political path that 
would free Israel and its army from the incabus of occupation 
is a more convenient target. 


No such cheap points can be scored off Mr. Rabin. The 
citizenry identifies him with the army at its best. Therefore, it 
is easier for these critics from the Right to fulminate against 
Mr. Peres. against the chief of staff, against the O/C central 
command, against army restraint.

The right to emigrate 


HUMAN rights cannot readily be graded in the order of their 
importance. But high among them is surely the right of every- 
one to emigrate from any country, including his own. It was 
given formal recognition in the {international Covenant of Civil 
and Political Rights, 1966, to which even the Soviet Usion is a 
party. 

But in Soviet practice emigration is not a right; it is a rare 
privilege, to be granted only on the state's terms and at its 
discretion. That accounts for the arrangement under which 
Soviet Jews in varying numbers have since the early 1970's 
been allowed to leave for Israel, on humanitarian grounds and 
within the framework of family reunification. The precise 
number of exit permits has been determined by the state of 
Soviet relations with the U.S., by the state of the Soviet 
economy, and by the balance of forces within the Politburo. 

Not unreasonably, the accession of the “liberal-minded” 
Mikhail Gorbachev to power in the Kremlin was widely ex- 
pected to produce a reversal of the near freeze on Jewish 
emigration he had inherited from his immediate predecessors. 
It did not take long for the high hopes to be dashed. Although 
an appreciable number of former “refuseniks” have been let 
go, mainly as a gesture of goodwill towards the U.S., basic 
emigration policy was in fact toughened up, not relaxed. 

Starting on January 1, 1987, only Soviet citizens with first- 
degree relatives abroad could even ask to emigrate on the 
ground of reunification of families. 7 
Wilt this reactionary provision remain Mr. Gorbachev's last 
word on the subject ? Maybe not. Last week it was reported 
from Washington that Secretary of State George Shultz had 
been assured, during his visit to Moscow, that the new emigra- 
tion rules would not be enforced this year. These glad tidings 
were reported by the Assistant Secretary of State for Human 
Rights and Humanitarian Affairs, Richard Schifter. 

A slightly different version of Soviet intentions has, howev- 
er, in the meantime been presented by Mr. Schifter’s opposite 
number in Moscow, in an interview with him published by 
Newsweek magazine. Judging by the answers given by the head 
of the aewly established Division of Humanitarian irs in 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry, Yuri Reshetov, application of the 
new rules on emigration could be briefly suspended, bat only 
as a matter of political expediency. 

In Mr. Reshetov's, meaning the Kremlin’s, book, a human 
right of emigration still does not exist. The only “valid motiva- 
tion for emigration ” is reunification of families ~ as interpret- 
ed in the new Soviet niles on emigration. ᾿ 

The Soviet official is quoted scoffing at Israeli claims that at 
least 350,000 Soviet Jews would now like to leave their coun- 
try. He is certain that they would not. If the “enormous 
democratic changes” which the Soviet Union is now undergo- 
ing “deepen,” he argues, “there will be no reason for people 
to be dissatisfied.” He is not, however, willing to consider the 
possibility that his government may let them go if they remain, 
or become, dissatisfied. Why not 7 

That is what Newsweek sought to find out. Does Mr. Reshe- 
tov think that public order in the Soviet Union is threatened by 
free emigration ? A perestroika-conscious Soviet bureaucrat, 
Mr. Reshetov has at least enough glasnost on his mind te 
reply, “It may be.” 


IN THE early catastrophic days of 
the Yom Kippur War, some panic- 
stricken Israeli leaders counselled 
that Israel sue for an immediate 
cease-fire and the opening of negoti- 
ations with the seemingly victorious 
Arabs who were on the verge of a 
breakthrough into Israel itself. 

. We sow know that that was the 
worst advice possible. tt would not 
have Jed to peace and to a compre- 
hensive solution of the Arab-Israel 
conflict, but to an interim arrange- 


{ ment that would have encouraged a 


triumphant Arab side to persevere 
in pressing home their advantage 
over Israel in successive wars. 

When Egypt’s Anwar Sadat took 
the courageous and risky step of 
comting to Jerusalem four years iat- 
er, it was not out of a sense of deep 
devotion to the idea of peace as an 
intrinsic good — an idea foreign to 
Arab political culture. He was 
moved by a deep sense of frustration 
over the Arabs’ inability to do Israel 
in, despite their initial successes in 
the Yom Kippur War, and by a real- 
istic readigg of Israel's ability and 
intent to destroy the entire Arab 
world if ever pressed to the wall by 
-an Arab military breakthrough. 

Of all the problems entailed in 
drawing parallels between different 
political situations, the analogy to 
the ¢ sitaation in the territo- 
ries is apt. It is a counsel of despair 
and a grievaus error for Israel to 
believe that it is desirable, or possi- 
ble for that matter, to enter into 
serious negotiations on the future of 
the territories under the whip of the 
impressive initial achievements of 
the Palestinian uprising. 


THE MAIN problem in attempting 
to negotiate an end to the Arab- 
Israe] conflict is peace, not territo- 
ties. Given a persuasive Arab offer 
οἵ peace, a majority of non-Messi- 
anic Israelis and their leaders have 
always been prepared, and will be 
prepared in the future, to negotiate 


_ ANYONE observing the events in 
thé occupied territories since early 
December 1987 will realize the de- 
gree of confusion in the Israeli es- 
tablishment, confusion character- 
ized by the ad hoc measures that 
were adopted to quell these events. 

‘The sheer strength of the uprising 
and the momentam it acquired’have 
surprised Israel and the world. 
World opinion in general and world 
Jewish opinion in particular felt that 
the actions of the occupation au- 
thorities were immoral and should 
be Israel's image in the
